SENATOR COLQUITT ON MATT DAVIS 


He Claims that He Did All in His Power to 
Defeat the Negro Post-Master—New 
Committeemen Appointed.

WASHINGNTON, June 11.---[Special.]—The 
house today added between fifty and one 
hundred million dollars to the annual pension 
rolls, Which now amounts to nearly $110,000, - 
000. It was done by passing a compromise 
yneasure for the Morrill pension bill. 

The bill provides for pensioning dependents 
who served three months in the army at from 
six to twelve dollarsa month, according to 
their condition. The bill also gives to the 
widows of men who served three months eight 
dollars a month and two dollars amonth .@ 
each child under sixteen. It matters not 
whether a man was wounded or contracted 
disease in the service. If he wason_ the rolls 
three months he got a pension or his wife and 
children get pensions. This goes about as far a3 
possible. Every man who fought in the 
ynion army can get a pension under this bill 
and although the republican leaders estimate 
that it will not goover $50,000,000 annually, it 
will probably be nearer $100,000,000, and it is 
possible that it will reach that figure. One- 
third of the money comes out of the pockets 
This bill is agreed 
upon by both the senate and house and it will 
be necessary now to pass something like the 
McKinley tariff bill, which will increase the 
revenues, and consequently the burdens npon 
the people, to build up a class of pensioners. 

SENATOR COLQUITT TALKS. 

Senator Colquitt, upon being asked today 
about the charges that have been made against 
him to the effect that he favored the confirma- 
tion of Matt Davis as postmaster at Athens, 
said they were too absurd to be seriously an- 
swered; that every one knew he had used 
every effort to have the nomination withdrawn, 
and failing in that, to have thesenate commit- 
tee refuse to confirm him. He would probably 
have succeeded in the committee, and gotten 
an adverse report, had it not been for the fact 
that Davis was endorsed in black -and white 
bya very large number of the citizens of 
Athens. On the petition subsequently filed, 
he says, there were twenty or twenty-five 
names of persons who were in the first 
petition sustaining and endorsing his 
character. This apparent inconsistency em- 
barrassed the effort to defeat him, the im- 
pression being made that such effort was an 
after thought. There were other influences 
that he did not think it proper to refer to. 
Senator Colquitt succeeded in holding up the 
nomination two months or more. This could 
not have been accomplished without extraor- 
dinary efforts and influence, unopposed nomi- 
nations being acted upon within a week or two. 

THE NEW COMMITTEEMEN. 

Speaker Reed today filled the committee 
places made vacant by Mr. Carlisle's retire- 
ment fromthe house. He reinstated Henry 
G. Turner, of Georgia, to the ways and means 
committee, a place in which he served during 
the last congress. Mr. Turner was the man 
the speaker left off the committee at the 
beginning of the last session, to make a place 
for Mr. Flower, of New York. Mr. Turner is 
well-fitted for the place, and his appointment 
is satisfactory to the entire democratic party. 
Mr. Mills, of Texas, was appointed to fill the 
vacancy on the committee on rules, the other 
democratic member being Mr. Blount. 

A NEW EDUCATION BILL. 

The house committee on edueation to 
day decided to report favorably to 
the house, a Dill exactly similar 
to the Blaireducational bill, recently defeated 
in the senate. Thereis, however, no chance 
of its passage by this house. 

In the sundry civil appropriation bill repor- 
ted to the house today, the following Georgia 
appropriations are made: Por the Augusta 
arsenal, to lay fou inch -water mains 
with fire plugsand cennections over the post, 
£3,000. To complete the roadway to the na- 
tional cemetery at Marietta, $8,264.77. 

TO RETAIN THEIR SEATS, 

The republicans of the election committee 
have decided to allow both General Catchings 
and General Hooker, of Mississippi, to retain 
their seats, which are being contested by re- 
publicans. General Catchings’s contestant is 
the negro HiJl, whom Quay promised to have 
seated for stealing a private letter General 
Catchings wrote to an editor in his district. 
While the evidence in both of these Mississippi 
cases shows the democrats were elected by 
very large majorities, the republicans would 
notallow them to retain their seats but for 
other reasons. General Catchings is allowed 
to remain on account of his work for the 
Mississippi river appropriations, which many 
republicans are as greatly interested in as 
democrats. 

General Hooker’s majority was so large, and 
the evidence so clear, that many republicans 
said they would bolt in the houseif an attempt 
Was made to turn him out, therefore the 
favorable report. 

OPPOSING THE SUB-TREASURY BILL. 

Major Barnes, of Georgia, will send in a few 
days, a letter to some of his constituents, in 
reply to the alliance questions. He will come 
out squarely and flat-footed against the sub- 
treasury bill, and give his reasons for so doing. 
He thinks it impracticable and will show 
wherein it is. 

Senator Vance, of North Carolina, who in- 
trodugad the bill by request, has also written a 
letter stating that he cannot support the 
measure. 

COLONEL AVARY’S APPLICATION. 

Colonel I. W. Avary, of Atlanta, called on 
the president this morning and made applica- 
tion for appointment as one of the appraisers 
to be appointed under the customs administra 
tive bill, which recently passed congress. 
There are to be nine appointed—five republi- 
cans and four democrats. The positions pay 
$7,000. Colonel Avary thinks his chances de- 
cidedly good. He has very strong endorsement. 

QUAY AND SHERMAN AT OUTS. 

“‘Boss’’ Quay and Senator Sherman are ce- 
cidedly at outs. Indeed, a fisticuff between 
the two senators was narrowly averted at the 
Senate caucus which elected Valentine ser- 
geant-at-arms last night. ‘Boss’ Quay 
wanted to fight badly, but his fellow senators 
held him off, and probably saved the dignified 
Ohioan a large black eye or a bloody nose. 
Quay had a candidate for sergeant-at-arms 
named Bailey. Sherman voted for another 
man, when the Pennsylvanian, who had 
evidently had friends to dinner, struggled 
to his feet and announced that “the 
senator from Ohio had_ broken _ his 
pledge, he aad promised ime to ‘yore for Mr, 
Bailey.”

A national election law isnow a certainty. 
That is, the house will pass it. What the 
senate willdo no one ean yet tell. The re- 
publicans of the house, in caucus last night, 
decided to pass an election Jaw and outline its 
features. ‘Taday Henry Cabot Lodge, of 
Massachusetts, and Jenathan Towell, of 
I linois, have. been drawing. up the: measure. 
They have announced that it will be concluded 
and ready to report to the house on Satur- 
day.

We shail 
probably allow ten days in which to consider 
it, and then it will be passed. While a few of

The bili now being prepared and 
the’ one the republicans  -will pass 
is not quite as bad on its surface as the lodge 
bi] bueit will have the same effect.

In other words, the bill simply means 
placing the entire elections in the south in the 
hands of federal! officers, for in the north the 
bill will be inoperative. It means that in 
whatever southern district. the republican ad- 
uinistration wants a republican elected, it 
must simply instruct the supervisors in that 
district. They can report any way the choose, 
and as their repert must-be aecepted over the 
report of the governor and secretary of state, 
the clerk of the heuse must seat the republican 
that these federal! officers report was elected, 
whether he was or not, and -this is the bill the 
people of the south wil! have to centend with.

o 26t Semen ao o a 
HAMMERING AWAY ON SILVER. 
The Senate Again Takes Up Its Bill—Other 
Baainess. 

WASHINGTON, Jnme 11.—Mr. Morrill, from the 
couumittee on finance, reported back favorably, 
and with sundry amendments, the house silver 
bill, and gave notice that at the proper time; he 
would offer it As a substitute for the senate bill. 

The senate sitver bill was taken up and Mr. 
Lustis addressed the senate, 

Mr, Eustis considered that the proposition for 
the free coinage of silver was simply an extention 
of the existing system of finance. It was no ex- 
permnent. There waa no povel feature about it. 
It would not be savy yeree” to ens American 
people. Itwas not a complicated system. The 
proposition was whether the existing system 
could be extended with safetv; whether the coun- 
try could centinue to travel in that road in which 
it had becn traveling; to his mind there were no 
pitfalls at all in that road. The American people 
hadtried the experiment and were satistied with it, 
and they simply demanded that that experiment 
should be developed and extended. ‘That was the 
question before the senate. 

TURPIE FAVORS FREE COINAGE. 

Mr. Turpie next addressed the senate. He 
favored the free coinage of silver for two reasons; 
first, because it would increase curréncy; and, 
second, because it would add greatly to the value 
of silver; an American product. He was much in- 
clined to favor the plan spoken of by the recent 
American congress, an international agreement to 
coin a dollar that should be a legal tender and 
standard of value, current in all three America;, 
from the line of British possessions in North 
America to Cape Horn. As another senator desired 
to speak today on the question, the silver bill went 
over without action till tomorrow. 

Several bills were taken from the ealendar and 
passed, among them, the senate bill, authorizing 
the city of Charieston, S. C., to open Concord 
street through grounds of the United States in 
that city. 

THE TRANSPORTATION OF CATTLE, 

The senate bill to prohibit monopoly in the 
transportation of cattle to foreign countries, 
(which was under discussion last Monday,) was 
again taken up and passed without further dis- 
cussion, Mr. Vest having consented to the amend- 
ment offered by Mr.Hale, inserting the words “not 
already contracted for, in good faith, by persons 
or parties having cattle for transportation at the 
date of such contract, sufficient to occupy such 
storage roonm,”’ 

The senate joint resolution in regard tothe ex- 
port trade in cattle was then taken up, and Mr. 
Vest. (who had reported it from the select com- 
mittee on transportation and sale of meat pro- 
ducts,) made a statement in explanation in Aas: 
cacy of it, and it was adopted. 

It requests the president of the United States to 
cause correspondence and negotiation to be had, 
through the department of state, or otherwise, 
with the authorities of the kingdom of Great Brit- 
ain, for the purpose of securing the abrogation or 
modification of the regulations now enforced by 
said authorities, which require cattle imported 
into Great Britain from the United States of 
America to be slaughtered at the port of entry, 
and prohibiting the same from being carried alive 
to other places in said kingdom. 

INSPECTION OF CATTLE. 

The senate bill to provide for the inspection of 
live cattle and beef products intended for export 
to foreign countries, was then taken up. This bill 
was also reported from the select committee on 
the transportation and sale of meat products; and 
a substitute for it was reported from the commit- 
tee on agriculture, and was accepted by Mr. Vest. 

After some discussion the substitute was with- 
drawn andthe bill was passed. It requires the 
secretary of agriculture to cause to be made acare- 
ful inspection of all cattle intended for export to 
foreign countries fromthe United States, at auch 
time and places, and in such a manner as he may 
think proper, with the view to ascertain whether 
such cattle are free from disease, The necessary 
machinery is provided to carry its purpose into 
effect, and penalties are prescribed for its viola- 
tion.

The 
senate then proceeded to the consideration of in- 
dividual

When captured he was supplied 
with a fifty-pound sack of flour and some 
bacon, and could have subsisted for two weeks 
on what provisions he had.

N BILL PASSES 
With the Dependent Feature Stricken Out. 

WAsHInGTon, June 11.—The speaker of the 
house announted the appointment of Mr. Mills, 
of Texas, aS 2 meinver of the committee on rules, 
and Mr. Turner, of Georgia, as a member. of the 
committee on ways and means, to fill vacancies 
occasioned by the res'gnation of Mr. Cariisle. 

Mr. Morrill, iu explanation of the report, stated 
that the conference ecemmittee had stricken out 
the dependent feature.ef the senate bill, and the 
service feature of thé honse bill. The measure, as 
determined upon, not exactly what 
he wou'd desire, but>it was the best 
that he could obtain. It would distribute $35,- 
000,000 among the poor soldiers of the nation. 

Mr. Yoder, of Ohio, protested against the con- 
fercnce report, holding that it ignored the de- 
mands of the soldier, Teft his prayers unanswered, 
and buried in the “basement of the capitol his 
petitions for a per diem rate of pensions. 

SPRINGER’S PROTEST. 

Mr, Springer entered a vigorous protest against 
the manner in which the bill was brought before 
the house. There was no opportunity offered to 
members to examine its provisions. As he viewed 
the bill, it was an instance of the laboring of the 
mountain and the bringing forth of a very in- 
significant mouse. 

Mr. Cannon favored the billon the ground that 
it would place on the pension rolls 250,000 names, 
and would increase the pension of 50,000 men now 
on the rolls. 

Mr. McComas, of Maryland, elicited a round of 
applause by his reference to Mr. Morrill as the 
best friend the soldier had had in the house for 
many years. The bill was not all that he could 
have wished for, butit wasthe best that could 
be obtained. 

The conference report was agreed to—yeas 145, 
nays 56. 


THE ANTI-TRUST BILL, 

Mr. Stewart, of Vermont, presented the con- 
ference report onthe senate anti-trust bill. He 
said the effect of the report was not. as had been 
supposed, to repeal the anti-pooling provision of 
the interstate commerce law. The _ explan- 
atory report on the part of the house con- 
ference (Mr. Bland, of Missouri, assent- 
ing) says: In the original bill, two things 
were deciared illegal, viz.: Contracts in restraint 
of interstate trade or commerce and the monopo- 
lization of such trade. Its only object was the 
control of trusts, so-called, so far as such combi- 
nations in their relation to the interstate trade are 
within the reach of federal legislation. 

The house amendment extends the scope of the 
act to all agreements entered into for the purchase 
or sale of commodities or in the transportation of 
persons or property within the jurisdiction of con- 
rress. It declares illegal any agreement for relief 

rom the effects of competition in two industries 
of transportation and loerchandise, howeverexces- 
sive or Jestractive such competition may be. 

The amendment reported by the conferees is the 
senate clause, with the added proviso that the 
power of states over the subjects embraced in the 
act, shall not be impaired thereby. It strikes from 
the house amendment the clause relating to con- 
tracts for the purchase or sale of merchandise,and 
modifies the transportation clause by making un- 
lawful, agreements which raise rates above what 
is just and reasonable. The report went over 
until tomorrow without action, and the house at 
4:30 adjourned. 


THE SUNDRY CIVIL BILL 


Reported to the House—An increased Ap- 
propriation Asked. 

WASHINGTON, June 11.—The committee on ap- 
propriations today reported to the house the 
sundry civil appropriation bill making 140 pages, 
the largest appropriation bill yet submitted. The 
bill recommends the total appropriation of $27,- 
849,513, being $13,298,370 less than the regular and 
special estimates, and $2,628,801 1n excess of the 
appropriations carried by the last bill. The re- 
port states that this apparent excess is largely 
more than accounted for in the following sums, 
which are the results of increases necessarily made 
to properly conduct the public service or to pay 
expenditures which were not features of the last 
Sunday civil act, namely: Lizbt house est ibash- 
meént, (increase) $11,000; engraving and printing 
bureau, (increase) $80,000; coast survey, (increase 
$527,500; eleventh census, $1,750,000; congressiona 
library building, $350,600 ; artificial limbs for 
disabled soldiers, $270,000; homes for di abled 
volunteer soldiers, (increase) $605,898; aid to state 
homes for soldiers, (increase) $100,000. Total, 


, 754,398. 

Estimates for public buildings contained in the 
bill amount to $2,136,303 ; the amount ig ty og 
by the bill is $1,475,500; amount carried in the bill 
last year for public buildings was $1,927,970, and 
in special acts pr making the total appro- 
priations for public buiidings last year $4,304,970.

Mr. Warren is an individual operator, — 
firm n obert Warren & Co. Hefis said to have 
owned at loast one-third of all the cash wheat in 
Chicago and as he has bought all along on the 
recent d in prices, the bank of Montreal, 
which was holding wheat as security for money 
d, is reported to have shut down on him,

A Terrible Accident Averted by the Coolness 
of the Man at the Throttle. 


Gkirrin, Ga., June 11.—[Special.}—A serious 
and perhaps one of the most fatal railroad acci- 
dents was narrowly averted eleven miles out on 
the Savannah, Griffin and North Alabama railroad 
this afternoon. After crossing Flint river Engi- 
neer Bradbury gave his engine all the steam pos- 
sible, and was making good time to recover that 
lost in leaving Griflin, when he was suddenly 
waved down by the section master, Using as 
much diligence in stopping his engine as he had 
been a minute before in pushing her forward, he 
stopped within a few feet of a yawning 
chasm thirty feet wide and twenty-five feet deep. 
A terrible rain storm has just passed over that sec- 
tion, and an embankment twenty-five feet deep, 
under which ran a culvert te accommodate a small 
stream, succumbed to the~water, causing the break 
in the roadbed. The train, which was 4 mixed 
one, was in charge of Conductor Croft, who had a 
number of passengers on board, The coolness 
with which Engineer @radbury faced death jn the 
effort to stop his train and save the lives of hi, pe 
sengers is commendable. Few men would ve

NEW YORK, June 11.—The national temperance 
congress opened today in Broadway Tabernaclie.., 
It was called to order by Colonel Alexander 8.

FOr AD ON THE SIDEWALK. 
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The Tragic Death of Mr. R. H. Caldwell, of 
East Point. — 
| CoLtumers, Ga., June 11.—[Special.}—A terrible 
tragedy occurred in Phenix City, Ala., just oppo- 
site Columbus, last night. Mr. R. H. Caldwell, of 
East Point, was found dead in front of the Inger- 
s0:l hotel. It is supposed, while under the infiu- 
ence of whiskey,he accidentally fel) from the front 
veranda of the hotel to the sidewalk below, a 
distance of about sixteen feet. The question, 
“Was he murdered?’ was upon the lips of almost 
everyone this morning. There were bruises on 
his head. Were they caused by the terrible fall or 
were they inflicted by a murderer? He is said to 
have had $450 in his possessjon yesterday after- 
noon, and was under the influence of liquor. The 
money cannot be found. Did he lose 1t from his 
pocket, or was he robbed and murdered, and then 
thrown over the hotel banisters to the ground? 
This is one theory of his death. Another theory 
of the tragedy is, while intoxicated he went to his 
room, and wentto sleep. The night was intensely 
warm, and it is possible that he awoke after hav- 
ing slept a few hours and went on the front 
veranda ef the hotel toe get a breath of fresh air. 
While there, and presumably seated on the banis- 
ter rail, he may have fallen to sleep, then lost his 
balance and fell to the ground below. Nobody 

knows just how it oconetalt 
When the new depot at Phenix City was built 
several months ago Mr. Caldwell was the con- 
tractor. He completed his work and went back 
home in East Point. Saturday he returned to 
Phenix City to close up some unfinished business. 
On Saturday he hada fares sum of money and has 
been more or less intoxicated ever since. 
Soon after he fell last night be was found on the 
fidewaik by Mr. Thomas Harris. Some ladies in 
the hotel parlors heard the fall and requested Mr. 
Harris to ascertain the cause. Mr. Harris went 
outside and found Mr. Caldwell on the sidewalk 
in an unconscious state. He was carried inside 
the hotel and died from his injuries at 4 o’clock 
this morning. 
The coroner's jury returned a verdict of death 
from a wound in the temple, from causes unknown, 
His family have been telegraphed.

Few 
men have taken a more active interest 
in political reforms, or filled more responsible 
positions with credit than he. 

IN PUBLIC LIFE. 

In 1855 he was elected tothe Georgia senate, 
from Coweta county, and served in the session 
of 1855-56 asa member ofthe judiciary and 
other leading committees. Inthe latter year 
he was a delegate to the national convention, 
held at Cincinnati. which nominated Bu- 
chanan for president. 

In i857 he was re-elected to the senate, and 
in that session was chairman of the judiciary 
committee. He was state elector on the 
Breckinridge and Lane ticket in 1860, and 
was president of the state electoral college at 
Milledgeville, Ga. On the breaking out of 
the war, in 1861, he joined a cav- 
alry company, known as the “Coweta 
Rangers,”’ and was chosen second lieutenant. 
This company was attached to Phillips’s 
Legion, Georgia cavalry. He was subsequently 
promoted tothe captaincy of the company, 
June 11, 154. At the battle of Trevillian 
Station, Va., he was shot through the left 
lung. After lying all night a the battle-field he 
Was captured by the federals, but the next day 
was recaptured By the confederate forces. He 
lay at a farm-house in Virginia for weeks, 
hovering between life and death, and some 
time elapsed before he was able to return 
home. This ended his careeras a soldier, 
his physical disability being of a 
character which prevented him Ifom re-enter 
ing the service. 

SENT TO CONGRESS. 

In the fall of 1865, under Johnson’s recon- 
struction message, he was elected to congress 
from the fourth congressional district. The 
election was not recognized by Terry, the pro- 
Visional governor at that time, and he did 
not take his seat. He was again nominated 
for congress in 1858 by the democratic 
party, but the republican legislature refused 
to grant an election. The same year he wasa 
delegate to the national demo- 
cratic convention, held in New 
York city, which nominated Seymour and 
Blair. In 1872 he was appointed by Governor 
Smith judge of the Coweta judicial circuit, 
and was reappointed by Governor Colquitt for

He served his terms in congress, his second 
term expiring in March, 1585, which marked 
his retirement froim active ——-pub- 
lic life. During his incumbency, 
as judge of the Coweta circuit he was elected 
amember of the constitutional convention of 
1877, and resolutely refused to accept any pay 
for his services, claiming that he was already 
in the empioy of the state and subject to any 
duty his people might impose upon him. Serving 
his entire official life he was never known to 
accept a railroad pass, or any gratuitous favor 
from persons or corporations. His private life 
Was singularly pure and blameless. 

HIS MARRIED LIFE. 

January 28, 1847, he married Miss Mary 
Owen, daughter of Davis Owen. . To this 
union were born three children—Sarah 
C., (now deceased), Edward S., and Hugh M. 

Judge Buchanan was a man of positive con- | 
victions and strong character, and his friends 
were never at a loss to know where to find 
him. 

The end came at 12:15 Wednesday morning, 
June 1l,adate eventful in his life, for on 
June 11,1861, he was mustered into service, 
terribly wounded on June 11, 1864, and died 
June 11, 1890.

WHAT THE KIMBALL PEOPLE SAID 
£0 THE ChOWD, 


——— 


| Aad the Crowd Took Them at Their Word— 


Something about the Company 
amd Its Resources, 


“Gentlemen, T mean business,”’ 

That is what Mr. H. I. Kimball. said to the 
erowd at the opening of the sale Tuesday; that, 
jn substance, is what Colonel Roots said, and 
it was that chietly upon which they relied. 

Given such resources as they have in those 
64,000 acres of land, with iron and coal close 
together, almost on the bank of the Tennessee 
river, and you have the known. factors that 
will enter into the life of the new town. 

But up to this time, and away back into the 

tas far as we can see or think, these mag- 
nificent resources have been unproductive and 
valueless for want of one unknown quality— 


development. 

It takes that to work the problem, and when 
itis known, all the rest is easy; for the great- 
ness of the natural resources, if not already 
known, would almost appear toa blind man 
on examination. But for those who are blind 
or have not the time to look, the report of the 
geologist, Dr. McPhail, and its confirmation 
by the mining engineer sent over by the 
English syndicate will be a sufficient guaranty 
that the c!aims of the Kimball people as to 
the resources of their property are well founded. 

With the two great staples of iron and coal 
supplemented by a variety of hard wood, em- 
bracing almost everything from sumac and 
Jocust to walnut and oak, it looked like the 
Creator had piled up all that men needed to 
build a city; and with the rich lands of the 
Sequaichee valley and the whole Tennessee 
river valley accessible below, it looked like he 
had prepared an agricultural environment to 
sustain a great mercantile business. 

Then, there was the basis of manufacturing 
and merchandise, and it remained for some 
one tocome and build upon them. Thisis 
what Mr. Kimball undertakes to do, and this 
is what he meant when he said: ‘‘Gentle- 
anen, I mean business.’’ 

But the sale of a town lot for $l4la foot 
is made on something muie than the opening 
of coal and ore mines, and the building of 
one or two furnaces and a dozen or so of coke 
ovens. {fn the average town of ten thousand 
inbabitauts the best business property will 
not bring $150 a foot. ico sell Kimball 
lots for this price before the sod of the old 
field is broken, means a promise and a belief 
in much more than an ordinary town of 10,000 
people. 

It means much more than an ordinary fur- 
nace town where there is an immense output 
of iron and an immense tonnage of ceal. 
Cowan and Tracy City, and South Pittsburg, 
near neighbors to Kimball, have these indus- 
tries. 

Kimball, to carry out its promise, must be 
something greater and more comprehensive 
than these. It must have other gods besides 
Vulcan, andits industries must be of that 
variety which will give employment to the 
varied genius of a high class wage-earning and 
trafiicking population. 

In short, to come up to the promise, it must 
be a city with all the variety and strength of a 

reat industrial community. To this broad 

nilding the promoters of the town of Kimball 
stand sladeed. Now let’s see what these gen- 
tlemen have in their heads. 

First, they claim that the English syndreate, 
Morrison. Foster and others, have put in nearly 
two million dollars toopen the mines, build 
furnaces and build municipal works like gas- 
waterworks, electric railways, and 
hotels. 

Next they say they have half a million set 
aside as a guaranty fund to encourage indus- 
trial enterprises, upon which they guarantee a 
Six per cent. dividend to stockholders. 

An important and unique feature proposed 
is a great electric plant that will furnish power 
at smail cost to all sorts of manufacturing en- 
terprises. The ledge which rises 1,200 feet 
above the site of Kimball carries fine yeins of 
coal, and steam coal can be run down to the 
boilers of the generator at such tritling ex- 
pense that electric power will be produced at 
about as low cost as could be done with water 

ower. 

The sale of lots was made on the statements 
of two men, Colonel Logan H. Roots, the 
president of the company, and Mr. WKimball, 
the managing director. Mr. Roots said his 
friends called him a doubting Thomas, and he 
had never advised an investment which had 
not made money. He therefore refused to give 
his consent to this sale until the contract had 
been closed with an English syndicate to fur- 
nish all the money necessary to develop the 
property—near two millions for development 
and half a million as a guaranty fund for man- 
ufacturing industries. This contract, he said, 
Was coniingent upon the report of the English 
geologist upon the representations made in the 
report of Dr. McPhail. This- had been con- 
firmed from a cablegram in which the English 
geologist said: 

“MecPhail’s Go 
ahead.’ ; 

“Upon that,’ said Colonel Roots, ‘I was 
Willing to go ahead and havea se, for with 
this I feel perfectly sure that every man who 
invests in Kimball will make money.”’ 

He then referredto Mr. Kiimball’s energy, 
and said he hoped now to take him away from 
Georgia and keep him at Kimball. 

With that he asked Mr. Kimball to come 
forward and let the audience look at “that 
bushel of brains he carries above his shoulders.”’ 
This Mr. Kimball good-naturedly dA. 

“JT am glad to see you, genticmen and 
Jadies,’’ he said, “‘becanse I see you mean 
business, and that is exactly what I mean.”’ 

Jn thie course of his remarks he said: 

“It ts enstomary on such occasions to state 
the number of enterprises which have been 
positively secured. I will say to you that we 
have not one located. But I will say that I 
have in my desk propositions from parties 
who are ready, waiting and J may say anxious 
to come, which will cause the invesiment of at 
least one million in clear, goed money, and 
cause the employment of thousand’s of hands.’’ 

He also said that in twenty years’ experience 
in the sonth he had never seen such an oppor- 
tunity or felt such confidence in his ability to 
build a great industrial city that would set a 
pattern fér the whole country. 

It was further stated by the auctioneer that 
ten per cent of the purchase money of tiese 
lots would be devoted to educational and re- 
ligious purposes. Of the five per cent reserved 

or reiigious purposes the purchaser would be 
allowed to designate the denomination to which 
itshould go. Another feature was a twenty- 
five per cent rebate in ease the purchaser began 
Within six months the erection of improye- 
ments approved by the company. 

It was upon these statements only, and with- 
Out the promise of any specific performance in 
the way of development, that the lots were 
sold. It amounted simply to faith in the man- 
agement: The management said, ‘We mean 
business,’ and the buyers took them at their 
word. >

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Victims of a Cyclone. 

The accounts given by the Nebraska 
papers of the destruction at Bradsaw are 
truly appalling. The cyclone which recently 
struck that place did greater damage than 
was at first reported, and it is said that 
Johnstown itself was not more thoroughly 
wrecked than was this western town. Out 
of tliree hundred and fifty houses, only 
seven are now standing; every store is in 
ruins, and every means of making money is 
gone. There is only $4,000 insurance on 
the whole town, and $150,000 will be re- 
quired to relieve the present necessities of 
the people. 

Tliis is certainly a pitiful state of affairs, 
and from the continued earnest appeals 
which are being made through the news- 
papers, it is evident that relief is not flowing 
in very fast, and that much human suffer- 
ing is likely to result. 

In this connection, it is worthy of note 
that a Nebraska cyclone hasa few redeeming 
features; for in this instance it literally 
swept a whole city from the face of the 
earth, and left an unrelieved track of ruin 
<1 misery behind it, destroying in a mo- 
1.ent the work of a lifetime. But the great 
wonder and mercy of it is, that only six 
lives were lost.

Ail feels that she needs, the help of the 
poopie of the whole country. 

it isno wonder that the people of the 
great western metropolis, with such a big 
job on their hands, should get to wrangling 
over it and be backward about making a be- 
ginning, but we believe that the country 
will pitch in and help them if they will lay 
aside their bickerings and go to work. If 
we are to have this fair at all, it will be as 
much the property of one state as another, 
and although Chicago, as a city, may not be 
universally popular, New York will have to 
set aside her sore feelings, other cities must 
smother their prejudices, and all must help 
hold up her hands and steady her feet. 

Mr. Depew is to be congratulated for the 
impetus his after-dinner oration has given 
to the fair, and grateful Chicago should re- 
turn the compliment by giving him a season 
ticket to the great world’s show, when the 
gates are opened to the nations in 1893. 


The Grant Monument. 

Several southern newspapers have endorsed 
the proposition that the people of the south 
shall rear a monument to Grant. 

The suggestion is hardly worth discussing. 
General Grant had many of the elements of 
greatness. As asoldier he made warina 
legitimate way. He was magnanimous. He 
was for peace after the war ended. The 
southern people respect and admire him, but 
when it comes to building him a monument, 
that is quite another affair. 

The people for whom the great soldier 
drew his sword should have precedence in 
this matter. Doubtless many southerners 
will gladly contribute to such a memorial, 
but they should act as individuals, For the 
south as a section to do the work would be 
in bad taste, and unjust to both sides. The 
north is in no hurry to honor Lee in marble 
and bronze, and we do not expect it. Why 
then should the southrush to the front with 
a Grant monument? * 

The trouble is that we are in danger of 
being over-sentimentalized. It is all very 
well for old enemies to shake hands and give 
each other due credit, but when they em- 
brace and attempt to borrow each other's 
principles and heroes, it is going too far. 

Let the north lose no time in honoring its 
dead leader. The people of the south will 
help, but they are not willing as a mass to 
undertake this work which so peculiarly be- 
longs to others. A little sober reflection 
will convince all concerned that this is the 
proper view to take of it. 


Wedderburn Again. 

In all the country there is not a funnier 
man than Mr. Alex. J. Wedderburn, of 
Alexandria, Va., who has been trying to

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Wedderburn’s circular and ‘“arguments’’ 
should get before the farmers of the south. 
His arguments are nothing buf the broadest 
assertions set forth in bad English. He is 
not, however, te be held responsible for the 
lack of arguments. Those who support the 
infamous Conger bill were not furnished 
with arguments. The hog-fat monopoly, 
which drew up the bill, has more money 
than arguments, and nothing that can be 
said in favor of the bill is likely to convince 
the farmers or any other class that it will be 
a good thing to taxa cheaper and wholesome 
produet out of the market in behalf of the fil- 
thy western hog’s fat-—that it will be a good 
thing to destroy the market for cotten-seed oil 
and cotton seed in order that a parcel of fat 
stewers may add to the millions they have 
already squeezed out of the public. 

But why does Mr. Wedderburn desire to 
convince the farmer? Why does he send 
out his circulars to the farmers of the cotton 
states? He knows very well that the farmers 
of the south are unanimously opposed to the 
infamous Conger bill, and he knows, more- 
over, that their views cannot be changed by 
the silly stuff to which he signs his name. 

The only way to pass the Conger bill is to 
buy more congressmen. The printing of 
circulars fo: dstribution in the south is a 
waste of money and raw material.

The Republicans and the Silver Bill. 

The New York Herald is of the opinion 
that there will be no silver bill. It thinks 
that all the loud talk about free coinage and 
opposition to the house caucus bill is all 
‘“bluff,’’ and it goes on to show what it calls 
‘‘the republican silver extremists’? represent 
six western states with a combined popula- 
tion of a million anda half, which is just 
about the population of New York. 

The Herald is inclined to belittle the 
silver agitation in congress. An attempt 
has been made in the house to make it a 
party affair, and the caucus bill is the result. 
That bill shows the hypocrisy with which 
the republican party deals with important 
questions, ‘The party demonetized silver in 
1875, and since that time values have been 
steadily on the decrease, especially the 
values of lands and crops.

There is not now nor.eyer has been any 
reason Why the government should go into 
the market as a purchaser of silver. All 
that is necessary to place the metal where it 
was in 1873, so far as its value is concerned, 
is to open the mints to free coinage of the 
metal, 

The Herald is mistaken when it supposes 
that the republicans cannot be bullied by 
the free-coinage men in their ranks. That 
party is compelled to seeure the electoral 
votes of the six states which the Herald 
mentions—Colorado, Nevada, Washington. 
South Dakota, North Dakota and Montana 
—and there -will be no hesitation over a free- 
coinage measure. Speaker Reed has already 
made an effort to stave off the issue by his 
remarkable tactics in the house, but his 
strategy is of the vulgarest kind, and the 
republicans will have to face a free-coinage 
measure in the end, 

We think the Herald is mistaken in sup- 
posing that Mr. Harrison will veto a free- 
coinage bill. He will sign any measure that 
is sent to the white house. We do not know 
what his views on the silver question are, 
nor is it necessary to know them. Heisa

Poor Venezuela. 

For some years past, Venezuela has been 
in serious trouble. 

England has gobbled up the gold 4elds of 
the little republic, and proposes to hold 
them by force. Unable to cope with so 
powerful a foe, Venezuela has appealed to 
the United States to reassert the Monroe 
doctrine, and interfere in her behalf. There 
was some reason at first to believe that this 
appeal would be heeded, but now, to the 
surprise- of everybody, our government has 
lost its temper over certain debts due by the 
Venezuelans to American citizens, and con- 
gress has passed a joint resolution of the 
most aggressive character. This resolution 
empowers the president to practically declare 
war against Venezuela, unless these claims 
are paid, and it is rumored that if payment 
is not speedily made, a war-ship will be sent 
to Venezuela to make a show of force. 

The worst feature about the whole busi- 
ness is that this action is in violation of a 
recommendation made by the recent Pan- 
American council to the effect that all the 
governments represented adopt a uniform 
treaty of arbitration. 

So the present outlook is that the unfor- 
tunate republic must submit to be robbed by 
the British, and bulldozed by the Ameri- 
cans in a way that outrages international 
law and common good faith. This _ speci- 
men of the administration's foreign policy is 
simply disgraceful. - '

These peas 
readily bring from 85 cents to $1 per bushel, but 
Mr. Jowers thinks that there is more money in 
them as a fertilizer for his cotton than were he to 
sell them for the cash, which he has no earthiy 
need for, and to this end he is grinding them into 
a coarse meal at his own mill. th this he will 
fertilize his growing cotton, and is confident that 
the effect produced will be highly satisfactory.

THE TYPOS HAVE A ROYAL GOOD 
TIME AT THE BARBECUE. 


Plenty of Everything, and the Best To Be 
Had—The Picaninnies, the Speeches, 
the Music, and Sheriff Calloway. 


The Typos feasted yesterday! 

They laughed and grew fat! 
drank, and were merry! 

They saw Stone Mountain, and they will 
associate it forever now with feeling recollec- 
tions of that barbecue and of Georgia hospi- 
tality. 

It was royal! 

And the toast cf the hour, the hero of the 
occasion, is*Sheriff Calloway of Wilkes. 

What he don’t know about barbecues isn’t 
worth picking up, and that one at Stone 
Mountain yesterday was perfection. 

ON THE WAY. 

The special train left Atlanta at 12:35, mak- 
ing the run in about half an hour. 

From the depot they were carried around 
the mountain tothe north side, just at its 
base, over the picturesque little dummy line 
that leads to the quarries. 

About three hundred people were along, 
including a number of ladies. 

There was plenty to look at until the tables 
were ready, with barrels of lemonade, cigars 
and music. : 

The long tables looked temptingly white and 
tidy, covered with roll paper from THE Con- 
STITUTION press-rooms, 

To most of the visitors the barbecue was 
altogether a novelty, and the process was 
watched with great interest. Sheriff Calio- 
way was the presiding genius at the pits and 
pots. The right-hand man was Henry Pettus, 
a Wilkes county darky. A small-sized regi- 
ment of colored women and picaninnies were 
carving, mixing, seasoning, sampling, and the 
savory odor of the viands gave a peculiar in- 
terest to the work. 

There was arush for the tables when the 
signal was given. 

There was room for all, and more than 
plenty for all. Such meats never were cooked 
in Georgia before; and never, certainly, was 
a barbecue more thoroughly enjoyed. 

THE SPEECHES. 

After the tables were cleared again there 
was music, and then speeches were cailed 
for, 
Captain E. P. Howell was the first one. 

‘I’m not exactly too full to speak,’’ said the 
captain, from his stand on the barrel, ‘“‘but I’ve 
been so hard at work making you full that I 
don’t feel able to make a speech now. The 
Atlanta Union have been taking such good 
care of you fellows that I was a little afraid 
you wouldn’t have any appetite for the barbe- 
cue. It reminds me of a mistake Bob Toombs 
made. He told us here in December just be- 
fore the war that the yankees 
didn’t know how to shoot; 
that they didn’t know which end of the gun to 
put against their shoulders. Well, the first 
fight we got into was up there about Win- 
chester and it was mighty hot. It kept getting 
hotter, too, and finally I said to Hines,a fellow 
I knew, “Hines, don’t you remember what

THE NEXT WORLD'S CONGRESS. 


The following resolutions were reported 
by the committee on subordinate unions and 
were adopted: ; 

Resolved, That the International Typographical 
Union, in convention assembled at Atlanta, take 
the initiatory steps towards convening a World's 
Typographic congress at Chicagoin 1893, such 
as was held in Paris in 1889; and be it further 

Resolved, That the delegates from this body to 
the American Federation of Labor be instructed 
to use their efforts at the next meeting of the 
federation toward having that body call an unt- 
— congress of workingmen at Chicago In 
1893, 

Whereas, inconsiderable harm has been done 
unionism by men, in whose possession are unton 
cards, by the very inefiicient manner in which 
they perform their work; and 

Whereas, the interests of both employer and 
employe would be benefited (and especially the 
competent members of the International Typo- 
graphical Union, upon whom any incompetency 
reflects), if a standard of competency were estab- 
lished for the admission of apprentices; there- 
fore, be it. 

Resolved, Tiaat it isthe sense of the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union that local unions 
should use their very best endeavors toward re- 
Stricting the employment of apprentices who 
shall have failed to pass a requisite examination 
in reading, writing and spelling, (standard to be 
set by local union), and that said apprentices 
shall be at least tifteen years of age.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, June 11.—The stock market today 
was for the greater portion of the day, intensely 
dull and throughout it presented a reactionary 
tone with the result of leaving prices all over the 
list materially lower than they were last evening. 
The causes of the decline are to be found in a 
number of directions, but the chief are the ham- 
mering of the trading element in dullness, which 
is the result ofa disinclination of bull leaders to 
further advance prices pending the first settle- 
ment of silver legislation, it being deemed inexpe- 
dient to invite a heavy decline should legislation 
fall through for the present session. London has 
been, and was this morning,a seller of stocks 
owing to advance in money rates there, while 
sterling exchange here has risen to within a short 
distance of the gold exporting point, owing to the 
scarcity of commercial bills, though leading 
bankers say they have no fear of an export of gold 
this season. The opening of the market was in- 
fluenced primarily by a decline in London and the 
selling of arbitrage houses, and Chicago Gas was 
sold down rapidly on the difficulty over the pay- 
ment of dividends, touching 51'4 against 54 last 
evening. Later, however, an arrangement was re- 
ported to have been made anda recovery followed 
in which the regular list did not sympathize. The

CHICAGO, June 11—Wheat—Trading was active 
today with the feeling decidedly nervous and un- 
settled.

Captain J. M. Pace, of Covington, Ga., was 
called to preside over the meeting and Mr. L, 
J. Brumby, of Athens, Ga., was requested to 
actas secretary. 

The first business transacted was the ap. 
pointment ofa committe consisting of E. I. 
Holmes, of Asheville, N. C., chairman; S. B. 
Brewer, of Anniston, Ala., and George Collier- 
of Indian Springs, Ga., to examine and report 
the number of shares of stock represented at 
the meeting 

About 20,000 shares, or stock of a maturity 
value of two million dollars was found to be 
present, which was held by various parties in 


eight states, as follows: Georgia, Florida, 
Tennessee, Alabama, North and South Caro- 
lina, Mississippi and Texas, Georgia, of 
course, holding the largest amount.

THE COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 

To the Stockholders of the Southern Mutual 
Building and Loan Association: 

The undersigned committee, appointed to ex- 
amine the accounts of the association, respectfully 
report that they have, as far as possible, investi- 
gated the books, accounts, securities and general 
management of the ‘“‘Southern Mutual,” up to and 
including June 7, 1890. 

The trial balance has been abstracted and the 
report of the “receipts and disbursements,” ‘‘as- 
sets and liavilities,” hereto attached, is correct. 

The securities have been examined and seem to 
your committe to be ample in every particular to 
secure the association against loss. The titles to 

roperty mortgaged to the association are care- 

ully examined by local and general counsel, and 
no joan is made without their endorsement of the 
security tendered. 

The pvooks show that only one borrower is in 
arrears, and four loans have been returned. 

‘The expenses during the first year of the asso- 
ciation were necessarily heavy, but many items 
will not appear again in the expense account, and 
in this way the cost of management will be very 
much lessened for the future.

€fticient and faithful, and have no doubt, if they 
are cordially supported by the stockholders and 
directors, that they will make the “Southern Mu- 
tual’ a success in every particular. .

OTHER INTERESTING REPORTS. 

President Atwater’s report was full and com- 
plete, showing conclusively that the detail 
work of the association was carefully guarded 
by the officers in charge of the various depart- 
ments. 

Mr. A. J. Orme, vice-president and manager 
of the loan department, madea satisfactory re- 
port. He showed that the mortgages held by 


the association—first liens on real estate —aver- 


aging about fifty per cent of the value of the 
properties and loans upon stock of the associa- 
tion, amounted to $224,562, nearly one-quarter 
ofamillion dollars for the first year’s business 
of the association. 

Secretary William C. Hale reported that the 
assets of the association amounted to $225,- 
682.42; that while the expenses of the associa- 
tion were necessarily heavy, that by economical 
aud careful management he had been enabled 
to save to the stockholders $2,500 surplus from 
the amount allowed by the by-laws for ex- 
penses.

These melons were sold by Falvey & Co. for 
the Melon-growers’ exchange, of which this 
firm is the Atlanta agent. Mr. Falvey is, too, 
a prominent officer in the exchange.

opened with Mr. J. R. Forrester and a full 
corps of clerks in charge. The headquarters 
will be in the rooms occupied 
by Mr. Humphreys Castleman, 
on Alabama street. By then the melons will 
be coming in rapidly. The Exchange controls 
ninety per cent of the crop and the growers 
haye hopes that they will make some money 
this year.
